chiefs. ernment towards native states, observes that His 
Lordship expressed noble sentiments, but that it is to be regretted that in practice 
the policy of Government is found to be just the opposite. Lord Cross referred to 
the non-annexation of Manipur and Kashmir but was silent about Burma. More- 
over, His Lordship did not say what the cause of the Manipur.imbroglio was and 
why the Mahérdja of Kashmir was dethroned and why His Highness was again madé 
nominal President of the State Council on his agreeing to fortify the frontier in. 
accordance with the wishes of Government at any cost. His Lordship said that 
Government had no desire to take anything from native states. Of course, during 
the time of Lord Dufferin and Lord Lansdowne only one kingdom, vwiz., Burma, 
has been annexed ; but several states whose chiefs are minors have been relieved of 
their accumulated treasures, and in states which are under European Managers, 
there'is no hope of any accumulation of treasure. The power of native princes 
depends entirely on the sweet will of Political Agents. Ifa prince has gained the 
ood-will of the Political Agent, he can  ivetoom more tyranny and oppression than 
Changes Khan and Nadir Shah with perfect impunity. He can spent rob and kill 
his subjects if he likes ; and if the latter leave the state to escape persecution, they 
are apprehended and surrendered to him by Government. But if a state happens to 
incur the displeasure of the Political Agent, the state is undone and nothing can save 
it from ruin. What was the fault of the Mahdrdja of Jhalawar which led to his 
deposition? Why was the Mahérdja of Kashmir deprived of power, and what service 
has hedone since then to deserve restoration to power? Why were all powers and 
titles withdrawn from Sadiq Hasan Khan of Bhopal, and why were the subsequently 
restored ? There are many other instances of this kind on record. e Mahdraja 
of Kashmir, who has been appointed President of the State -Council, has been 
unable to dispense with the services of a state servant against the wishes of the Re- 
sident ; while the late General Azam-ul-din Khén was allowed to dismiss all the old 
state servants, to expel the members of the Nawab’s family from Rampur, and to — 
grant jagirs to his friends andrelatives. In conclusion, the writer observes that the 
native states which rendered such great help to Government in 1857 are now ina 
very unsatisfactory condition and will be unable to aid Government in any emer- — 
gency.
